If such high-handed proceed- 
ings are taken when a few articles of 
little worth are missed, what would 
lave been done if the search was for 
property of great value?

New England the highest 
iverage rate was 2.52 per cent, in Ohio, 
Michigan, Indinna, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
and this leaves .02 per cent, or a little 
over three-fifths of one per cent, in the 
I'.ieilic Coast States. Although this ia 
ihe case wu hear of complaints of tho 
extortionate nature of freight and pas- 
leiiger rates, particularly in the 
Western .States, whei e tho roads yield 
the ainalloBt return to the investors. A 
UiisinoKs in which tlie very liigliest 
prolii does not .imoiiiil to live per cent, 
i.iin not be said to be wonderfully 
lucrative. Yet five per cent, ia con- 
sidered in tho Atlantic States In these 
days a big railroad dividend. Whether 
this calculation is made ou tho actual 
o'iihIi invo-iteil in tho roads or on stock 
after it b.i-i been watereil iiiid rewattirod 
we Imvu no means of knowing. I'ive dol- 
lars on the hundred dollars of stork may 
mean ten dollars or oven twenty dollars 
on. every hundred dollars of cash actual- 
ly invoatod.

.She is to carry four 07-tim guns of 
l.'ii calibre, arranged in two barbettes 
iiid supported by a powerful battery of 
six-incii and ijuick tiring gnus. 

The Royal Sovereign will be .'JSO f«et 
in length, 75 feel ill beam, and •_'7i feet 
ill ilrauglit, with a displacimient of 11,- 
l.'iO tons. ,Slio will far exceed in weight 
<iny ship hitherto built for tlie P>ritisb 
iiuvy. At the water lino she will bo 
protected by an armor belt eight and 
one-half feet broad, extending over two- 
thirds of her length, and having a maxi- 
mum thickness of 18 inches. The 
armor on tho barbettes will be 17 incln s 
thick, while the protection ot the guns 
and I hoir crews in the auxiliary ai nia- 
HM 111 as well as the aniinunttion supply 
has been' devised to meet tho develop- 
ment in high explosiven and i(iiii;k-liriug 
guns.

.Mr. Turner docs not belong i o "t be 
combine," on the coiili.n v lo: h.is iiiii 
steamboats iu oppo.iition, an.l b.r ihi^ 
rea.son, eiuleavors have been and arc 
still being m.ide to crush him. In thee 
few lines may lie toiiinl .i ic.i^.'ii for 
Capt. li ving's leller.iiid the action of 
the I'.oiid of Tiaile ihercon and the re- 
sultH of the ttunsinission to Ottawa. 
They aimed at Turner, iiul the boom- 
erang message ret uriled and sli'iick the 
combine, but what is of more im- 
portance brought injury more or le.ss to 
I he whole province.
